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HOCKEY. 
OPENING OF CITY LEAGUE. 


The city hockey league opened last 
night at the Thistle rink with two 
strenuously contested games. Queen's 
avenue and Y.M.C.A. had the ‘honor of 
raising the curtain and these twe teams 
proved so evenly matched that the re-’ 
sult of the game was a draw, the score 
being three all at full time. The second 
match between Deacons and J. H. Mor-

Several hundted fans were present at 
the games and’ they were treated to an 
exhibition of hockey which was always 
interesting.
